O r g a n i z a t i o n (NATO) members toward a 
strwiger alliance was an inevitable consequence 
of Russia’s invasion of Czechoslovakia.

The strengthening of NATO will emphasiza 
the will of the alliance and its member natiwi 
to resist aggression. 
The intensified program of beefing up NATO 
and the drift toward reliance on military 
strength as a deterrent to Russia and other 
Warsaw Pact members would present a rather 
gloomy outlook except for one thing. 
NATO members have pledged themselves to 
a two-pronged effort. They are upping their 
strength level but will continue to seek better 
relations with the Soviet bloc. 
NATO countries would rather be friends than 
fight, but they are getting ready in case the So­ 
viet bloc makes the wrong choice.

The United States space team has a lot of ex­ 
perience behind it, but every'one breathe« a sigh 
of relief as each mission is completed safely.

The Apollo 7 crew has written another bright 
chapter in the historic race to the moon. Clapt. 
Walter M Schirra Jr., Maj. Donn F. Eisele and 
Walter Cunningham, as well as the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration (NASA) 
have earned plaudits for the successful trip. 
It was a grueling 11 days for the trio. They 
withstood head colds, long confinement and the 
challenge of being ready for the unexpected, in 
hero fashion. 
The almost-perfect flight unquestionably put 
the United States back on the beam in its lunar 


program that had been delayed b>' the deaths of 
three astronauts in a flash fire in an Apollo 
spacecraft Jan. 27, 1967. 
I.eaders of the space program are now evalu­ 
ating the possibility of a flight around the moon 
in December. The decision will be made as in­ 
formation provided by the Apollo 7 shot is stud­ 
ied.

The Missile Crisis Revisited 


The story of the 1962 Oiban missile crisis 
written by the late Sen. Robert F, Kennedy ex­ 
plores the process that formulated U.S. policy 
during the time the world teetered on the edge 
of nuclear holocaust. 
The article, published in the current issue of 
McCall’s magazine under the title, “Thirteen 
Days,” is an account the actions and reac­ 
tions of men who held the fate of the world in 
their hands. 


The struggle between President Kennedy's 
desire to exhaust every possible means of 
avoiding nuclear war and the urgings of tliose in 
favor of a quick military strike comes through 
loud and clear. 
Preparations for invasion of Cuba, or a war 
with Russia, were being made at the same time 
a peaceful solution was diligently sought. 
The article undoubtedly will spark wide dis­ 


cussion. The relevancy of those tense days .six 
years ago to the present will be debated. 
One message in the article that should be 
considered carefully by national leaders is the 
absolutely essential support of our allies during 
times of crisi.s. 
Great Britain, France, the entire North Atlan­ 
tic Treaty Organization membership and coun­ 
tries in the Organization of American States alt 
supported the U.S. position in its blockade of 
Cuba 
The united front was a deterrent to reckless 
action on ihe part of the Soviet Union, 
Today’s credibility gap leaves some room for 
doubt as to how much confidence our free 
world allies have in the judgment of the U S. 
government, 
T.ack of staunch support could write a differ­ 
ent ending to the next grave crisis involving the 
United States.

ty Development Corporation, and was specifi­ 
cally programmed “to improve Negro youth 
culture.” It was anti-poverty money which went 
to Ahmed who allegedly started the lethal 
shoot-out tliere. 
REPORTS HAVE IT that he purchased a sta­ 
tion wagon and went on an organizing trip to 
Akron. Pittsburgh and this auto alley. 
There are many instances of misused funds 
— in the District 
Columbia or New Haven. 
Chicago or Des Moiiw-s, and points east and 
west. 
The gentry of the new, new class are sensi­ 
tive. They disclaim any knowledge of depreda­ 
tion Tlwy tell you to go to City Hall. And that 
once tlwy find the money, the dollars are used 
locally.

The Paris Talks 


All eyes are on the negotiators in Paris who 
seek an «nding of tl»e Vietnam War but the 
place to watch is Moscow. The danger is that 
üie relatively small war going on now In South­ 
east Asia can be the prologue of even larger 
wars in the next few years both in Europe and 
Asia. 
Arthur Goldberg, former U.S. ambassador to 
the United Nations, said last Friday that, be­ 
cause of the Vietnam War, Americans have “too 
kmg taken their eyes away from the main ball 
game.” 
He stated that the Soviet Union’s actions in 
Czechoslovakia ‘‘reflect the sanctions in the 
Kremlin — I look with great fear and forebod­ 
ing at what these events may mean.” 
THE SO-CALLED CZECH-SOVIET “treaty ’ 
is a symbol of other developments which may 
be in the offing. The people of Czchoslovakia 
have been the victims of an outright seizure of 
power and a loss of theii* independence and 
sovereignty. 
The free world looks on with abhorrence yet 
official imftfference. The other Eastern Euro­ 
pean nations which also are under Soviet pres­ 
sure are frightened and worried. 
The western powers are trying to meet the 
Issue by mere talk about reorganizing NATO 
and building a bigger military machine to pro­ 
tect Europe. Coincidentally also, the situation in 
the Middle Elast grows more precarious.

Each of the three presidential candidates has 
emphasized in one way or another his Intention 
to .settle the Vietnam War, bring the troops 
home and “let the other fellow” do the fighting 
hereafter against invasion. 
The United Nations, of course, which should 
have been the active defender of the small na­ 
tions, is paralyzed. The Soviet Union has not 
only a veto in the Security Council but a .sub­ 
stantial influence in the ("fcneral Assembly to 
block action.

The Missile Crisis Revisited 


The story of the 1962 Cuban missile crisis 
written by the late Sen. Robert F. Kennedy ex­ 
plores the process that formulated U.S. policy 
during the time the world teetered on the edge 
of nuclear holocaust. 
The article, published in the current issue of 
McCall’s magazine under the title, “ Thirteen 
Days,” is an account the actions and reac­ 
tions of men who held the fate of the world in 
their hands. 


The struggle between President Kennedy’s 
desire to exhaust every possible means of 
avoiding nuclear war and the urgings of those in 
favor of a quick military strike comes through 
loud and clear. 
Preparations for invasion of Cuba, or a war 
with Russia, were being made at the same time 
a peaceful solution was diligently sought. 


The article undoubtedly will spark wide dis­ 


cussion. The relevancy of those tense days six 
years ago to the present will be debated. 
One message in the article that should be 
considered carefully by national leaders is the 
absolutely essential support of our allies during 
times of crisis. 
Great Britain, France, the entire North Atlan­ 
tic Treaty Organization membership and coun­ 
tries in the Organization of American States all 
supported the U S. position in its blockade of 
Cuba. 
The united front was a deterrent to reckless 
action on the part of the Soviet Union. 
Today’s credibility gap leaves some room for 
doubt as to bow much confidence our free 
world allies have in the judgment of the U S. 
government.. 
Lack of staunch support could write a differ­ 
ent ending to the next grave crisis involving the 
United States.

That money was part of a $1.6 million 
OEO grant to the Hough (Cleveland) Communi­ 
ty Development Corporation, and was specifi­ 
cally programmed “ to improve Negro youth 
culture.” It was anti-poverty money which went 
to Ahmed who allegedly started the lethal 
shoot-out there. 


REPORTS HAVE IT that he purchased a sta­ 
tion wagon and went on an organizing trip to 
Akron, Pittsburgh and this auto alley. 
There are many instances of misused funds 
— in the District of Columbia or New Haven, 
Chicago or Des Moines, and points east and 
west. 
The gentry of the new, new class are sensi­ 
tive.

A N SW ER : We have all noticed how calm, still water will 
present an upside down image of some object appearing 
above it, such as Jerry’s catboat in the picture. The image 
would only he perfectly sharp and clear if the water was 
absolutely still. Generally, there is a bit of movement to 
the water, which makes the image wobble around. If you 
find a small mirror and lay it down flat, like a water 
surface, under some object, you will see an upside down 
image of the object, much the way our boat is being 
reflected. The reason a water surface can act like a mirror 
is that the molecules of the water crowd together as closely 
as possible on the surface, making what is called surface 
tension. Light rays, coming down on the water from 
above, will he bounced off this surface. They w ill shoot off 
at an angle, like the rubber ball above, producing an image 
which appears to lie on the water. Rays from the top of the 
object will appear at the bottom on the water; so, the 
whole reflection looks upside down.
